I recently read an inter- 

view with a prominent ska 
musician who claimed 
there to be, in his own words, 
a “crisis in ska lyrics”. Most of 
the words that accompany 
the ska music made today 
are banal, trite, insubstantial 
and detract from the poten¬ 
tial greatness of the genre 
itself. 

Initially, I agreed with 
this sentiment fully - come 
on, most of the ska lyrics 
today are crap, it would be an 
insult to angst-ridden teen 
Goths across the world to 
call it poetry. But then it oc¬ 
curred to me - come on again, 
85% of all music made today 
is crap, why should the lyrics 
be any different? 85% of rock 
is crap, 85% of hip hop is 
crap, 92% of metal and coun¬ 
try is crap, and certainly 85% 
or more of ska today is crap. 
It’s the nature of the market - 
record labels put out tons of 
music to meet the demands 
of a market interested in a 
genre, and hopefully some 
will stick. 

I would argue that for 
crap, ska’s crap is betterthan, 
say, Goth’s crap. The pre¬ 
tentious teen angst and pre¬ 
tension is not present in ska. 
If you’re going to ramble on 
without any sort of literate 
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BEYOOOOND!!....” Sure the 
lyrical content of ska in the 
2Tone era lead to politically 
conscious topics, but Jerry 
Dammers was known for his 
music, not his particularly 
graceful lyrics. That’s not to 
say that there have been 
bands in ska’s history that 
have well-written, above av¬ 
erage lyrics, but it’s not what 
comes to mind when one 
thinks of ska. If anything, ska 
is famous for it’s instrumen¬ 
tal tradition. 

The Skatalites were a 
band that had primarily in¬ 
strumental hits in the 60’s, 
but they’ve had many, many 
more backing vocalists. Still, 
there is a thread in ska his¬ 
tory, being brought forward 
again by many neo-traditional 
ska bands today, that sacri¬ 
ficed vocals for more fluid 
horns or keyboards. And for 
today’s ska music, that’s not 
a bad thing, as it seems one 
universally bad thing many 
ska bands suffer from are 
substandard, untrained vo¬ 
calists. Stemming from the 
punk tradition, many 
starting bands are under the 
impression that though all the 
instrumentalists need some 
sort of training, anyone can 
get up and sing. Not true. 
The voice is an instrument 
that has been sorely abused 
in all D.I.Y. music, be it ska,

way about 1975/1976 or there¬ 
abouts.

Oink: When did you start it, what 
happened, and when did it end? 
GM: I started SKINHEAD TIMES in 
December 1989. The first issue only 
had four 

pages and was given away at gigs 
and the like. We produced 16 issues 
in total 

with the final issue coming out in 
February, 1995. By then we were 
printing 

and distributring 5,000 copies around 
the world and a German language 
edition 


Oink: There were some special is¬ 
sues of ST, any ones that people 
should look out for? 

GM: Two issues were actually free 
7" singles which are pretty collect¬ 
able already. 

Issue one is rare because only 1,000 
were printed, but the rarest of all is 
issue 12 which was meant to be a 
Christmas issue with a Christmas 
cover. The print quality was so poor 
we scrapped it and reprinted with a 
new cover in January. We sent out 
about 400 of the original version to 
anyone who asked-for it, and then 
dumped the rest in a skip. 

Oink: Many argue that your book

This hurts my ears. I really love 
listening to the ska greats like 
the Ethiopians or the Maytals 
but this 3rd wave shit has gotta 
go. If you dig modern ska, I 
suppose try this out. If you like 
GOOD ska, then stay away 
from this unfruitful piece of wax. 

Lower Class Brats “Rather be 
hated than ignored” CD (GMM) 
Alot of this CD is re-released 
or re-recorded songs, I HATE 
THAT! Theres a lot of great 
punk/Oi! material on this CD. If 
your not familiar with the Brats 
I recomend you pick this up. 
The music is good, rough 
around the edges punk rock/ 
Oi! - a perfect release for 
today’s typical “Streetpunk” 
band. 

Main Street Saints- Johnny 
Bomb- Haunted Town Records 
[CM] 

Awesome oi/rockfromKC. Re¬ 
minds me of the bruisers with 
much harder vocals. All four 
songs are good, heavy rockin 
oi. Paul Bearer does back ups 
on the title track, so you know 
it’s quality. Look out for these 
guys in the future and buy this 
7”. One of my favorite new 
bands. 

Major Accident- The Ultimate 
High- Gmm [CM] 

Their first album in 13 years 
from this classic British oi/punk 
band. This is a bit too poppy 
for me. It’s not bad, I guess 
just compared to their earlier 
stuff, this pales in comparison. 
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Normally I’m a sucker for lead 
female vocals, but Metro 
STylee still managed to fall 
short of my expectations. The 
songs are all too similar, the 
horns are less than impres¬ 
sive, and Verdolino’s bears a 
vague resemblance to Gwen 
Stephanie. Stylee is destined 
to be an opening band for the 
length of their career. 

Miburo-S/T-Knockout [CM] 
Wow, this is really fucking good 
oi from Japan. Not like Tom 
&TBB or L.R.F.. Sounds like 
some French shit with harder 
vocals. Mid tempo with lots of 
sing-a-longs, if you can under¬ 
stand Japanese. This is the 
best knockout has to offer right 
now. Highly recommended. 

Moloko Men “s/t” 7" (Vulture) 
These guys are fucking hard, 
awesome clockwork Oi! from 
California. This is fast, hard & 
tight. A definate winner from 
Vulture Rock. The A-Side is 
from the band’s forth coming 
LP on Vulture Rock-if it sounds 
like this it will be amazing. Side 
B are not on the LP. The 1st 
song is Instrumental, the sec¬ 
ond is soldier boy which is hard 
as hell. Be sure to check out 
their split 7" on Oink! 

Murder City Wrecks “Get 
Wrecked” LP (GMM) [BL] 
Woah! RockandrollonGMM!? 
The MCW’s rock like the Candy 
Snatchers, though not as fast 
or catchy, but generally, we 
definately need more of this 
sound outthere. Eleven songs 
of garage-type rock and roll. 
“Everything’s a Drag” is my 
favorite tune here, reminds me 
of Electric Frankenstein a little. 
The Wrecks are a bit generic 
and contrived, but for the most 
part I dig this. For the garage- 
rock geek in all of us. 


Elite. Lyrics are about girls 
and love plus other stuff.

Oi the Arrase- Anarkoi- Bronco 
Bullfrog/Arrase [CM] 

This is a very good debut from 
this new Spanish oi/punk band. 
Good, hard, and rockin’ 
streetpunk which is actually 
original!! Vocals remind me a 
bit like the guy from the Ruin 
Bois and Oi Polloi. All lyrics 
are in Spanish so most of you 
won’t know what they are try¬ 
ing say. Includes a awesome 
cover of solidarity. A fantastic 
debut. 

On File- S/T- Helen of Oi [CM] 
These Scottish skins give us 
two slow to mid tempo oi songs 
with good lyrics. They obvi¬ 
ously get most of their influ¬ 
ences from other British bands 
like Last Resort and later $- 
skins. Good melodic, slow oi 
with good vocals . This is one 
of the better releases that HOO 
has had in a while. If you like 
this style of oi, this should be a 
release you have been waiting 
for. 

P. Paul Fenech-The Disease- 
Hellraiser [CM] 

This is the third solo album 
from the frontman of the kings 
of psychobilly, the Meteors. An 
awesome solo project that 
shows a bit of a deviation from 
the meteors. I don’t knovfr too 
much about this sort of music, 
but I like this. Generally, a bit 
slower and more evil than nor¬ 
mal, this album is a great find 
for any fans of the genre. 

Panzerknacker- erinnere dieh 
[CM] 
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I used to wanna hear the Pros¬ 
titutes because they always 
got good press. Now that I 
hear them I can say I was both 
suprised and I got what I ex¬ 
pected — 4 tunes of snotty 
vocals, fast beats and the punk 
rock. They don't sound "77" 
like everyone says though, 
that's where I was suprised. 
It's more 90's than retro. "123 
Go" is a pretty rad song. Any¬ 
how, I can't say I'm doing flips 
but at the same time, it's worth 
keeping in my collection. 

The Protest-Praha- Bulldog 
Power [CM] 

Wow, these guys know hoe to 
play their instruments and 
make good, original music. 
Really good mid tempo oi from 
Eastern Europe (I think). Good 
melodic and powerful music 
mixed with awesome melodies 
and vocals that fit perfectly with 
their music.. A great release 
from these guys. They know 
how to take good music and 
expand on it, making it a good 
blend of their own wth every¬ 
thing you like about the old. 

The Randumbs “It’s About 
Time” CD (GMM) [DW] 

I thought these guys were 
pretty good on the “I’ve Got My 
Friends” comp (both of those 
songs are here), and this pretty 
much lives up to my expecta¬ 
tions. Fast, pissed-off punk 
rock ‘n roll, loud snotty vocals, 
not too catchy and kinda pre¬ 
dictable.

You know what to expect from 
these guys. Includes and cover 
of “Angles w/dirty faces”. Look 
for a new full length in the 
future. 

KnuckleHead "s/t" EP (Far Out) 
[BL] 

This is decent. Beer drinking 
fools outta Canada, it's Oil, 
streetrock, whatever. Four 
songs about the usual Oi! stuff 
— drinking, unity, a fallen 
friend, blah blah. Halfway ge¬ 
neric and halfway lame. Well 
the generic part makes it seem 
okay for a listen or two. Just 
stick with the classics. They 
did it better then and they do it 
better on your turntable now. 

Kortatto- Estremo- Pure Im¬ 
pact [CM] 

Hard ass oi from Italy. I don’t 
really like this though. Vocals 
are too deep. This guy would 
be a good singer for a death 
metal band. It’s kinda R.A.C. 
sounding and I hate that shit If 
you like heavy oi with deep 
vocals, this is for you.

Rancid “Life Won’t Waif LP 
(Epitaph) [BL] 

The way I see it, Rancid has 
been striving since their incep¬ 
tion for an aesthetic zenith 
which has been driven by three 
main factors: 1) the media’s 
conception of them and what 
they’d like them to be; 2) the 
state of popular rock today; 3) 
they’re own integrity or lack 
thereof. Putting all ridiculous 
“punkrock” politics aside (we’ll 
leave that to the summer squat¬ 
ter suburban kids), Rancid’s 
new album seems very am¬ 
biguous to me, in that they 
went out on a limb doing some 
of the stuff here, but at the 
same time, ska is what’s huge 
now.

T alking about 
KK, you have two members of 
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Kind of a west coast Oxblood. 
Hard Ass Oi from L.A.. This 
was reviewed before, but I was 
asked to re-review it. Strong 
vocals with heavy and tough 
music. Check out “Aggro”, the 
most brutal song I have heard 
in a while. Great debut from 
one of the best bands to come 
out of CA in a while. 

Ruin- Songs of Reverie and 
Ruin- Black Hole records. [DW]

thrown in for no good reason in 
bad places.

Squiggy “What Are You Fight¬ 
ing For?” EP (Headache) [DW] 
I like the other 7" by Squiggy 
(reviewed in this issue) much 
better. It’s still decent and hard¬ 
hitting music, but less thought 
seems to have gone into the 
lyrics on this EP, since a lot of 
the choruses are just Oi Oi.J 
like the last song “Squatter 
Punk” a lot.
